Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1950. 

The  most  urgent  problem  of  the  post-war  years  has 
been  the  provision  of  houses.  In  this,  Local  Authorities  have 
been  seriously  handicapped  by  the  strict  Central  Govern- 
ment control  of  all  housing  schemes  and  the  severe 
restriction  of  private  enterprise  in  the  building  trade.  It 
should  be  realised  that  no  progress  whatever  has  been  made 
for  the  re-housing  of  families  occupying  slum  dwellings  and 
with  the  ever  rising  costs  of  house  construction  the  solution 
of  the  problem  is  becoming  more  remote  than  ever.  At  the 
same  time  properties  are  deteriorating  rapidly  on  account 
of  the  exorbitant  cost  of  keeping  them  lin  ordinary  repair 
and  the  number  of  houses  unfit  for  habitation  is  increasing 
from  day  to  day.  In  my  opinion  a definite  percentage  of 
houses  on  Local  Authorities  housing  estates  should  be 
reserved  with  rent  subsidies  for  those  unfortunates  occupy- 
ing these  unfit  dwellings  and  demolition  works  expedited. 

The  latest  review,  in  August,  1951,  of  the  waiting  list 
for  Corporation  houses  shows  that  there  are  906  applicants, 
599  of  whom  claim  to  be  without  separate  homes,  i.e.,  living 
with  parents  or  occupying  rooms. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  valuable  assistance  and 
support  and  the  staffs  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

The  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  15.8 
per  1,000  population,  our  rate  is,  therefore,  2.2  below 
that  for  the  country  generally. 

( b ) Still-births: 

There  were  11  still-births  (9  legitimate,  2 
illegitimate)  during  the  year,  equivalent  to  a rate  of 

0. 45  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  0.37  for 
the  country  generally. 

(c)  Deaths: 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during 
the  year  as  belonging  to  the  Borough  was  383.  This  is 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  15.7  per  1,000  compared  with 
a rate  of  11.6  for  the  country  generally.  This  inequality 
is  due  to  the  difference  in  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
in  the  Borough  from  that  of  the  country  as  a whole. 
Of  the  383  deaths,  the  number  over  65  totalled  269, 
giving  a percentage  of  70.2. 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Table  1. 

( d ) Infant  Mortality  Rate: 

There  were  9 deaths  of  children  under  1 year 
of  age  (all  legitimate).  The  infantile  mortality  based 
upon  the  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  year, 

1. e.,  331  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  27.2  per  1,000  births 
compared  with  a rate  of  29.8  for  the  country. 

(e)  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases: 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  calculated  from  the 
seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  Small-pox,  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric 
Fever,  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (under  2 years). 

There  was  one  death  in  this  group.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 
AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological 
examinations  are  sent  either  to  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory of  the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Hull  or  to  the 
Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  County  Hospital,  Beverley. 
The  bacteriological  examination  of  water  supplies,  milk 
supplies  and  ice  cream  is  carried  out  at  the  Laboratory  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Hull. 

In  addition,  the  Waterworks  Department  submit  their 
own  samples  to  the  Public  Analyst  of  the  District  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

This  service  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council. 

HOSPITALS 

The  hospitals  in  the  area  are  under  the  Scarborough, 
Bridlington  and  Whitby  Group  of  the  Leeds  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Avenue  Hospital 

Maternity  cases  admitted  during  the  year  totalled 

635. 

This  hospital  also  provides  accommodation  for  the 
aged  and  infirm.  There  are  five  beds  available  for  males 
and  11  for  females. 

The  East  Riding  County  Council  still  maintain  the 
hostel  for  unmarried  mothers.  This  provides  accommodation 
for  eight  girls  for  two  months  before  and  two  months  after 
confinement. 

Lloyd  Hospital 

This  hospital  has  been  re-graded  as  a General 
Hospital. 

During  the  year  there  were  1,364  admissions;  the 
out-patient  attendance  totalled  3,399;  Physiotherapy 
attendances  totalled  11,790;  X-ray  examinations  totalled 
4,030. 
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Bempton  Lane  Hospital 

This  hospital  was  previously  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital. 

On  15th  April,  1950,  one  block  of  12  beds  was  opened 
for  the  reception  of  the  chronic  sick  and  a further  block  of 
12  beds  has  been  recommended  for  similar  use.  The 
remaining  block  is  in  use  for  infectious  diseases  and  plans 
have  been  prepared  for  the  cubicle  system  to  be  introduced. 

This  hospital  is  fulfilling  a much  more  useful  purpose 
than  hitherto  and  this  trend  should  continue. 

Hostels 

Accommodation  is  available  at  Burlington  House, 
additional  accommodation  will  soon  be  available  by  the 
adaptation  of  Danes-Lea  Nursling  Home  which  has  been 
purchased  by  the  County  Council  for  this  purpose. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948 — Section  47 

Court  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  two 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  and  orders  for 
removal  to  hospital  and  hostel  respectively  were  obtained 
for  the  maximum  period  of  three  months.  Continuation 
orders  in  respect  of  the  hospital  case  were  also  granted  on 
further  applications  to  the  Court.  Two  other  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention  were  persuaded  to  accept 
hospital  accommodation  voluntarily. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

These  services  are  maintained  by  the  East  Riding 
County  Council. 

Child  Welfare  Centre 

This  is  established  at  the  Oxford  Street  School  Clinic 
and  sessions  are  held  twice  weekly  on  Monday  and  Thursday 
afternoons.  The  School  Clinic  is  available  daily  for  the 
treatment  of  minor  ailments  and  arrangements  are  co- 
ordinated with  the  Education  Authority  for  the  treatment 
of  dental,  ophthalmic,  orthopaedic,  throat,  nose  and  ear, 
etc.,  defects  in  the  pre-school  population. 

• I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  voluntary 
workers  for  their  most  valuable  help  at  the  Clinic  during 
the  year.

The  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly  at  the 
Avenue  Hospital. 

Maternity  Services 

Domiciliary  births  in  the  Borough  during  the  year 
totalled  only  33,  four  occurred  in  private  nursing  homes, 
the  remainder  in  hospital. 

Post-natal  Services 

A weekly  Post-natal  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Avenue 
Hospital. 

Nursing  Homes 

There  are  four  Nursing  Homes  in  the  area;  all  have 
been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

School  Clinics 

These  are  held  daily  at  the  Oxford  Street  Clinic. 
Special  ophthalmic  and  orthopaedic  sessions  are  held. 
Dental  sessions  are  held  five  times  weekly.  Children  under 
five  years  of  age  can  attend  at  any  of  these  Clinics. 

The  above  services  are  provided  by  the  East  Riding 
County  Council  Education  Committee. 

Promotion  of  Cleanliness  and  Good  Habits  and  the 
Elimination  of  Verminous  Conditions 
This  has  always  received  the  attention  of  the  Health 
Visitors  who  on  routine  visits  give  advice  and  instructions 
when  necessary.  All  cases  of  continual  uncleanliness  and 
verminous  conditions  are  reported  and  the  houses  visited 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector;  there  is  also  regular  co-operation  with  the 
N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 
1.  General 

The  water  supply  area  of  the  Bridlington  Corporation 
covers  the  Borough  of  Bridlington  and  the  whole  of  the 
Bridlington  Rural  District,  a total  area  of  114  square  miles. 
More  than  11,000  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Corpora- 
tion’s mains,  and  a further  800  supplies  are  afforded  for 
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trade  an d agricultural  Usage  through  water  meters. 

The  water  supplied  in  the  Bridlington  Borough  area 
is  mainly  derived  from  the  Corporation’s  Mill  Lane  works, 
where  water  is  obtained  from  a well  in  chalk,  193  feet  deep, 
ieet  diameter. 

The  water  supplied  in  the  Rural  District  area  is 
obtained  from:— 

(a)  Mill  Lane  Boring,  a 24  inch  diameter  boring,  187 
feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

(b)  Burton  Agnes  Borings,  two  borings  each  16 
inches  in  diameter,  110  feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

(c)  Flamborough  Well,  a well  6 feet  in  diameter,  234 
feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

(d)  Hunmanby  Well,  a well  6 feet  in  diameter,  300 
feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

A further  well,  4 feet  in  diameter,  60  feet  deep,  in 
chalk,  which  used  to  supply  the  Flixton  area,  is  now  disused. 

As  a precaution  against  water-borne  disease,  all 
water  supplied  from  all  wells  and  borings  is  chlorinated. 

Service  Reservoirs  at  Mill  Lane,  Scarborough  Road, 
Speeton,  Thwing,  Flamborough,  Hunmanby  and  Flixton, 
with  a total  capacity  of  5,240,000  gallons,  assist  in  the 
storage  and  distribution  of  water  supplies. 

The  quality  of  the  raw  water  obtained  from  the 
Corporation’s  Mill  Lane  well  and  borings  has  been  excellent 
throughout  the  year,  but  the  raw  waters  obtained  from  the 
rural  sources  have  on  occasion  given  unsatisfactory  bac- 
teriological results. 

2.  Extension  of  Collecting  Works — New  Well  and  Borings 

As  a result  of  the  deficiency  lin  rainfall  in  1948  and 
1949,  the  yield  of  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  fell  to 
a very  low  level  during  the  summer  of  1949.  A Ministry  of 
Health  enquiry  was  held  in  January,  1950,  into  the 
Corporation’s  proposal  to  sink  a new  well  and  borings  in 
the  field  adjoining  Scarborough  Road,  immediately  to  the 
west  of  the  existing  Mill  Lane  Pumping  Station.  The  siting 
of  the  new  collecting  works  was  recommended  by  the 
Corporation’s  Consulting  Engineer.  As  a result  of  the 
inquiry,  a Water  Order  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  authoris- 
ing the  well  and  boreholes  to  be  constructed.  Since  receiving 
the  Order,  however,  observations  and  pumping  tests  on  Mill 
Lane  well  have  been  taken,  and  electrical  resistivity  surveys 
have  been  carried  out,  these  tests  and  surveys  indicating 
that  there  was  some  doubt  as  to  the  advisability  of  extend- 
ing the  Mill  Lane  works  by  constructing  an  adjacent  works. 
Accordingly,  the  sinking  of  the  new  well  and  borings  was 
deferred  pending  further  investigations  into  the  most 
favourable  position  for  a new  pumping  works. 

3.  Extensions  of  Undertaking — carried  out  and  in  hand 
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Luring  the  year  mains  extensions  were  carried  but  oh 
the  West  Hill  Housing  Estate,  and  an  elevated  pressed  steel 
tank  was  erected  to  improve  pressures  and  supplies  at 
Octon.  Good  progress  was  made  in  connecting  farms  and 


houses  in  the  Rural  District  to  the  Corporation’s  supply 
mains.

Bacteriological  Examinations 

Seventy-two  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  by  the  Waterworks  Engineeer  during 
the  year.  Four  samples  (three  obtained  from  Flamborough 
and  one  from  Hunmanby)  showed  presence  of  B.Coli. 

Closet  Accommodation 

There  are  still  some  pail  closets  connected  with 
cottages  in  the  Borough.  These  dwellings  are  all  under 
review  for  demolition  when  slum  clearance  is  commenced. 

Sewerage 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Borough  is  in 
course  of  preparation. 

Every  summer  numerous  complaints  are  received  of 
the  fouling  of  the  beaches  on  the  north  and  south  sides  of 
the  Borough.  This  chronic  nuisance  will  persist  to  the 
detriment  of  the  town  until  the  existing  sewer  outfalls  are 
closed  and  all  foul  sewage  dealt  with  at  new  sewage  works 
outside  the  Borough. 

Housing 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  350-450  houses  in 
the  Borough  are  unfit  for  habitation  under  the  standard  of 
the  Housing  Acts.

Tuberculosis 

There  is  a general  shortage  of  sanatorium  accommo- 
dation throughout  the  country  which  of  necessity  results  in 
considerable  delay  in  the  admission  of  early  cases.  Even 
more  serious  is  the  practical  impossibility  of  obtaining 
admission  to  hospital  of  highly  infective  advanced  or  dying 
cases,  no  hospital  in  this  area  appears  to  be  willing  to 
accept  such  cases.  The  Housing  Committee  of  the  Corpora- 
tion has  been  most  helpful  in  giving  priority  in  re-housing 
Tuberculous  cases  when  requested. 

A mass  radiography  survey  by  the  Leeds  Regional 
Hospital  Board  was  held  in  Bridlington  in  September,  1950. 
There  were  1,421  examinations  by  miniature  radiography. 
Seven  persons  were  referred  for  investigation  as  suspected 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  for  other  chest 
conditions.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Twelfth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  of 
the  Borough. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  staff  during  the 

year. 

The  Sanitary  Section  covers  the  period  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1950,  whilst  the  Cleansing  Section  is 
for  the  financial  year  ending  1st  April,  1950. 

The  appointment  of  a third  sanitary  inspector  has 
been  an  advantage  in  many  ways.  First  and  foremost  it  has 
allowed  my  Deputy,  Mr.  Batten,  to  give  more  time  to  that 
very  important  part  of  our  work  which  revolves  around  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  including  the  supervision  of  cafes, 
restaurants,  etc.,  and  the  sampling  more  frequently  of  ice 
cream,  etc. 

Secondly,  it  has  been  the  means  of  giving  far  closer 
attention  to  the  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  borough, 
which  at  the  height  of  the  season  are  the  temporary  homes 
for  some  3,500  people. 

Thirdly,  the  rodent  control  service  has  been  under 
the  entire  supervision  of  Mr.  Bruen,  thereby  eliminating 
overlapping,  by  making  it  unnecessary  for  Inspectors  in 
charge  of  other  districts  to  deal  with  this  branch  of  the 
service. 

Good  progress  has  again  been  maintained  in  most 
sections  of  the  work. 

The  housing  position  from  a slum  clearance  point  of 
view  has  again  been  a thorn  in  our  side,  no  headway  has 
been  made. 

One  appreciates  the  necessity  of  concentrating  our 
new  houses  on  the  West  Hill  Estate,  but  has  not  the  time 
arrived  when  individual  unfit  areas  can  be  cleared  and  new 
houses  built  on  these  sites,  and  would  it  not  be  possible  to 
build  terrace  houses  on  these  cleared  sites,  a little  less 
elaborate  and  I am  sure  less  costly. 

Something  will  have  to  be  done  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  the  rent  of  the  house  vacated  and  the  new  house 
occupied. 

I would  again  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
way  the  Property  Committee  have  granted  houses  to  people 
living  in  overcrowded  conditions,  and  people  suffering  from 
ill  health.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and

Considerable  attention  and  time  has  been  devoted  to 
this  branch  of  the  work  by  the  Inspectorial  Staff,  and 
improvements  effected. 

The  Health  Committee  in  February,  considered  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Model  Byelaws,  and  forwarded  byelaws 
for  approval  to  the  Miinistry  of  Food,  which  differed  slightly 
in  their  context  from  those  issued  by  the  Ministry.  These 
however  were  not  acceptable,  and  the  Ministry’s  Byelaws 
were  adopted  in  July. 

The  Council  accepted  the  suggestion  of  the  Health 
Committee,  that  free  washing  facilities  should  be  extended 
at  public  conveniences  to  all  food  traders  in  the  market 
and  on  the  foreshores,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  these 
facilities  have  been  used  to  the  full,  especially  from  persons 
on  the  foreshores. 

I have  yet  to  be  convinced  that  a Food  Traders  Guild 
is  the  solution  to  our  troubles,  relating  to  clean  food  at 
seaside  resorts.  I am  still  of  the  opinion  that  constant 
supervision,  intermingled  with  advice  on  food  hygiene  and 
sterilisation,  is  the  best  procedure.  In  a seaside  resort  there 
are  far  too  many  changes  of  staff  for  Clean  Food  Guilds  and 
certificates  of  efficiency  to  bear  fruit. 

There  was  one  prosecution  during  the  year  for  the 
sale  of  sausage  rolls  which  were  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion, and  the  defendant  was  fined  £5. 

I am  again  indebted  to  my  Deputy  for  the  hard  work 
he  has  put  in  with  respect  to  this  very  'important  part  of 
our  work.

There  were  15  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  At 
the  present  time  all  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the 
Government  Slaughterhouse,  Rhodena  Avenue,  which  is,  in 
my  opinion,  /inadequate  and  unsuitable.  Improvements  are, 
I understand,  envisaged. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  an  abattoir  was 
discussed  by  the  Health  Committee  at  their  January 
meeting. 

The  attitude  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  the  provision 
of  an  abattoir  was  sought,  the  reply  of  the  Ministry  being 
that  they  were  unable  to  give  consideration  to  any  proposals 
for  the  erection  of  a Public  Abattoir  at  the  present  time, 
because  the  slaughtering  policy  had  not  been  determined. 
The  reply  also  indicated  that  in  present  circumstances  there 
are  no  grants  available  to  Local  Authorities  for  this  purpose. 

In  my  opinion  an  abattoir  should  be  built  in  order  to 
cope  satisfactorily  with  the  needs  of  some  70  to  80  thousand 
people  in  the  holiday  season. 

Ante-Mortem  inspection  of  animals  is  being  under- 
taken at  the  Collecting  Centre  situated  at  the  Corporation 
Depot,  Portland  Place,  Bridlington,  and  lairages  at  the 
Government  Slaughterhouse,  Rhodena  Avenue,  as  a con- 
siderable number  of  animals  are  transported  by  road  and 
rail  from  other  Collecting  Centres. 

Post-Mortem  examination  of  all  animals  is  carried 
out  by  three  Qualified  Meat  and  Food  Inspectors  attached 
to  the  Health  Department.  This  has  meant  long  hours,  and 
often  week-end  duties,  but  in  mv  opinion,  if  identification 
of  the  organs  with  the  carcase  is  to  be  carried  out  intelli- 
gently, it  is  the  only  satisfactory  method  of  carrying  out 
meat  inspection. 

At  no  time  has  it  been  necessary  to  call  in  the  Area 
Technical  Advfiser  to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  the  relations 
between  the  Ministry  of  Food  personnel  at  the  slaughter- 
house and  my  staff  are  most  cordial. 

All  cases  of  generalised  tuberculosis  or  tuberculosis  of 
the  udder  are  notified  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Surgeon, 
Mr.  E.  Varley. 

I wish  I could  have  repeated  the  remarks  in  mv  last 
Annual  Report,  with  respect  to  the  decrease  in  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  and  pigs.  Cows  have  increased  from 
20.75%  to  21.80%,  and  pigs  from  11.56%  to  13.66%.  It  is  also 
noted  that  meat  and  organs  affected  with  tuberculosis  have 
increased  from  6 tons  13  cwts.  1 qr.  26  lbs.  in  1949  to  11  tons 
18  cwts.  3qrs.  14  lbs.  for  1950. 

Five  heads  and  tongues  and  seven  hearts  were 
affected  with  Cysticercus  Bovis  in  beasts  other  than  cows, 
equal  to  0.6%  of  the  animals  slaughtered.  No  cows  were 
affected.

The  Ministry  of  Health  suggests  that  50%  of  the 
samples  shall  fall  into  Grade  1,  80%  in  Grades  1 and  2,  and 
20%  in  Grade  3,  and  no  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  4. 

It  will  be  seen  that  although  58.1%  of  the  samples 
were  placed  in  Grade  1,  75.4%  were  placed  in  Grades  1 and 
2,  12%  in  Grade  3,  and  14.2%  in  Grade  4.  Only  those  samples 
falling  in  Grade  1 and  3 complied  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  is  again  disturbing  to  note  that  the  warmer  the 
weather,  the  lower  the  grade,  and  this  result  invariably 
applies  when  staff,  other  than  the  manufacturer’s  own 
family,  are  employed. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  cause  of  these  sample 
failures  is  insufficient  sterilisation.  This  fact  is  amply  borne 
out  by  the  following  reason,  that  when  a member  of  my 
staff  cleansed  and  sterilised  the  utensils  at  the  manufac- 
turer’s premises  a Grade  1 sample  was  obtained.  I take 
pride  in  the  fact  that  one  manufacturer  has  never  fallen 
below  Grade  1. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  request 
two  manufacturers  to  appear  before  the  Health  Committee 
to  show  cause  why  they  should  not  be  removed  from  the 
register  of  ice  cream  manufacturers,  and  after  hearing  their 
explanations  the  Committee  decided  not  to  remove  them 
from  the  register.

In  all  the  above  cases  D.D.T.  products  were  employed  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  there  have  been  no  recurrence  of  complaints 
where  treatment  has  been  carried  out. 

Several  food  preparing  premise's  within  the  Borough  have  again 
been  treated  with  D.D.T.  residual  spray  and  the  results  achieved 
have  been  highly  satisfactory. 
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CAMPING 

The  four  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  Borough  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Marton  Road.  (2)  Charity  Farm. 

(3)  Kirkgate.  (4)  Jewison  Lane. 

The  last-named  site  of  four  acres  was  licensed  on  the  5th 
August,  1950. 

Three  applications  for  camping  licences  were  refused  during 
the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  one  camp  situated  at  Lime 
Kiln  Lane,  which  was  licensed  by  the  Magistrates  after  an  appeal. 

All  these  camps  cover  38  acres  and  it  is  estimated  that  between 
3,500  and  4,000  people  use  the  sites  in  the  height  of  the  summer 
season. 

The  demand  for  camping  has  not  relaxed  in  any  way  what- 
soever, far  more,  ground  could  be  utilised  and  I look  forward  to 
the  time  when  the  Corporation  will  themselves  control  their  own 
camping  ground. 

The  utmost  vigilance  has  been  maintained  by  the  inspectorial 
staff  to  efficiently  supervise  the  camp  sites,  to  see  that  the  con- 
ditions attached  to  the  licence  are  carried  out,  and  to  prevent 
unlicenced  sites  from  being  used  for  camping  purposes.  Camping 
is  alright  as  long  as  it  is  controlled;  uncontrolled  camping  can 
be  a menace  to  health. 

During  the  year  one  licensee  was  prosecuted  for  the  following 
contraventions  of  the  conditions  attached  to  his  camping  licence: 

(1)  For  allowing  movable  dwellings  to  be  placed  on  the  site 
less  than  the  required  distance  apart. 

(2)  For  permitting  an  excess  number  of  moveable  dwellings 
to  be  brought  on  the  camping  site. 

(3)  For  failing  to  provide  sufficient  dustbins  for  moveable 
dwellings  on  the  camping  site. 

Fines  of  £5  were  inflicted  in  cases  1 and  2 and  a fine  of  £2  in 
case  3. 


ORGANISED  CAMPING 

A 6-acres  Corporation  site  situated  on  the  South  Cliff  land  has 
again  been  used  for  tented  camps  of  various  organisations  of 
the  Church  Lads  Brigade,  Boys  Brigade  and  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade. 

During  the  1950  season  five  camps  were  under  canvas  with  a 
total  strength  of  870. 

The  site  is  ideally  situated  facing  the  bay  and  affording  excel- 
lent facilities  for  safe  bathing  and  recreation,  while  the  surround- 
ing environment  is  of  a rural  nature.  Regular  ’bus  services  oper- 
ate to  the  town  centre,  approximately  one  mile  distant. 

The  planning,  allocating  and  supervision  of  these  organised 
camps  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Deputy  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  department  provides 
the  necessary  services  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse, 
swill  and  salvage.  Water  is  provided  to  each  section  by  means  of 
standpipes  and  in  addition  to  the  latrine  accommodation,  pro- 
vided by  the  camping  organisations,  a public  convenience  is  avail- 
able for  their  free  use. 
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The  policy  of  my  Corporation  in  reserving  such  a site  for 
organised  tented  camps  on  a non-profit  basis  is  highly  appre- 
ciated, and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  such  facilities  are  available 
to  provide  a happy  and  healthy  holiday  for  the  members  of  these 
organisations,  a large  proportion  of  whom  are  young  boys  and 
teen-agers  from  the  heavy  industrial  areas,  and  how  they  all 
enjoy  the  invigorating  air  of  the  Yorkshire  Coast. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  control  and 
maintenance  of  the  public  conveniences. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  on  the  advice  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee the  Council  at  their  July  meeting  accepted  a tender  of 
£7,674  Os.  Od.  for  the  erection  of  new  public  conveniences  in  South 
Cliff  Gardens  to  replace  the  obsolete  and  worn  out  conveniences 
in  South  Cliff  Road.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  conveniences  will 
be  in  operation  before  next  season. 

It  was  also  resolved  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held  in  May 
to  compulsorily  acquire  land  at  the  junction  of  Promenade  and 
Tennyson  Avenue  for  the  erection  of  public  conveniences  to 
replace  those  demolished  at  the  side  of  the  Grand  Pavilion. 

Conveniences  in  this  area  are  badly  required;  it  is  the  termini 
for  numerous  buses,  and  the  department  is  often  in  receipt  of 
complaints  from  residents  in  this  area.

There  is  one  Knacker’s  Yard  and  one  Tripe  Boiler  in  the 
Borough.  There  have  been  no  complaints  with  respect  to  any 
nuisances  or  effluvia  therefrom.  Seven  visits  have  been  made  to 
these  two  premises. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

This  branch  of  the  work,  as  mentioned  in  the 
preamble  of  my  report,  has  been  the  responsibility  of  one 
Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Bruen).  The  work  has  been 
energetically  pursued  during  the  year,  both  with  respect  to 
complaints,  survey  work,  and  work  undertaken  under 
contract. 

Preliminary  investigations  are  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Rodent  Operative,  and  all  work 
is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  poisons  used 
during  the  year  were  Zinc  Phosphide,  A.N.T.U.,  and  Arsenic. 

The  above  Act  became  law  on  the  31st  March,  1950. 
Very  briefly  it  consolidates  the  previous  statutes  and 
entirely  removes  the  responsibility  for  rodent  control  from 
County  Councils  to  County  District  Councils,  consequently 
the  Borough  Council  are  now  responsible  not  only  for 
property  but  also  for  the  farm  premises  in  their  area. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Threshing  and 
Dismantling  of  Ricks)  Regulations,  1950,  came  into  opera- 
tion on  the  24th  July,  1950. 

These  Regulations  now  make  it  obligatory  for  a 
farmer  to  erect  a fence  30”  high  around  ricks  when 
threshing. 

The  Gypsey  Race  received  the  usual  treatment  and 
the  whole  length  of  the  watercourse  was  cleansed  and 
vegetation  cleared. 

A test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  in 
November.  From  a total  of  755  manholes  on  the  system,  236 
manholes  were  baited  with  negative  results,  but  it  is  inter- 
esting to  record  that  a manhole  on  a sewer  completely 
divorced  from  the  matin  drainage  system  when  baited 
showed  evidence  of  infestation  in  the  system.  Farms  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  were  surveyed  and  heavy  surface 
infestation  was  found.  The  whole  area  was  treated  as  a 
block  and  the  infestation  cleared.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 
1950  REPORT 

The  figures  for  this  section  of  my  report  are  for  the 
financial  year  1949/50. 

They  show  that  3,587  loads  of  house  refuse  totalling 
8,227  tons  8 cwts.,  845  loads  of  trade  refuse  weighing  396 
tons  9 cwts.  were  collected.  Salvageable  materials  sold 
weighed  757  tons  1 qr.  The  total  tonnage  of  refuse  was 
9,380  tons  17  cwts. 

The  weight  of  house  refuse  is  derived  from  40%  test 
weighings  throughout  the  year.  The  weight  of  the  trade 
refuse  is  the  actual  weight. 

During  the  year  467,893  bins  were  emptied,  equalling 
8,998  per  week. 

1,463  loads  of  refuse  were  deposited  at  the  tip  from 
outside  sources  and  other  Corporation  departments. 

757  tons  lqr.  of  salvageable  materials  were  sold  as 
compared  with  735  tons  19  cwts.  lqr.  for  the  previous  year, 
an  increase  of  21  tons  1 cwt. 

Waste  paper  and  kitchen  waste  formed  the  principal 
items  of  salvage  totalling  461  tons  12  cwts.  1 qr.,  and  258 
tons  12  cwts.  respectively.  Waste  paper  shows  an  increase 
of  48  tons  18  cwts.  2 qrs.,  kitchen  waste  an  increase  of  18 
tons  13  cwts.  lqr.  over  the  previous  financial  year.

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  again  been  main- 
tained and  from  June  to  September  a bi-weekly  collection 
was  given  to  hotels,  boarding  houses  and  cafes.  In  some 
instances  a three-times-weekly  collection  is  given. 

Kitchen  waste  is  collected  at  a minimum  twice 
weeklv,  in  the  hotel  and  boarding  house  areas  a three  and 
four  times  weekly  service  is  given.  At  the  end  of  the  finan- 
cial year  2,318  three  gallon  kitchen  waste  buckets  were  in 
use. 
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The  refuse  collection  vehicles,  also  used  for  street 
.cleansing  are  as  follows: — 

Four  11  cub.  yds.  S.  & D.  Freighters  purchased  in 
1939, 

One  11  cub.  yds.  S.  & D.  Freighter  purchased  in 
1946, 

One  21  cub.  yds.  S.  & D.  Rear  Loading  Moving 
Floor  purchased  in  1948. 

During  the  year  No.  2 Freighter,  one  of  the  four 
vehicles  purchased  in  1939,  was  fitted  with  a new  body  shell. 
One  reconditioned  engine  was  fitted  to  No.  3 Freighter,  and 
a reconditioned  engine  was  fitted  to  the  10  cwt.  Van. 

House  and  trade  refuse  has  again  been  tipped  at  the 
Wold  Gate  and  Bessingby  Hull  site  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

No  complaints  either  of  smell  or  unsightliness  have 
been  made  during  the  year. 

The  usual  trespassing  and  damage  to  the  tip  site  took 
place.  It  is  very  amusing  when  trespassers  are  asked  why 
they  are  on  the  site  the  reply  usually  is  “It’s  Corporation 
land,  isn’t  it?”,  inferring  that  because  they  are  ratepayers 
they  have  a perfect  right  to  be  on  “their”  land  to  do 
damage  to  the  tip  and  take  away  materials  “belonging”  to 
them. 

3 tons  3 cwts.  3 qrs.  of  hay  were  reaped  from  tip  land 
seeded  down,  3£  acres  of  similar  land  were  sown  with 
mangolds  and  4 acres  with  oats.  The  whole  of  this  produce 
was  sold,  and  realised  £322/18/5d. 

I make  no  apology  for  again  referring  to  the  manual 
workers  in  my  department,  the  team  spirit  is  there, 
especially  when  we  are  coping  with  the  refuse  from  the 
extra  thousands  enjoying  the  delightful  and  invigorating 
air  of  Bridlington.  The  men  seem  to  take  a relish  in 
collecting  the  extra  “muck,”  for  they  ‘know  it  also  brings 
wealth  to  our  borough,  and  livelihood  to  our  people. 

Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying,  etc. 

The  800  gallon  S.  & D.  Mechanical  Gully  and  Cesspool 
Emptier,  purchased  in  October,  1949,  has  given  very  useful 
service  and  has  proved  a very  valuable  asset  to  the  fleet  of 
Cleansing  Vehicles. 

From  1st  April  to  28th  October,  1949,  a period  of  30 
weeks,  3,639  road  gullies  were  cleansed  manually,  giving  an 
average  of  121  gullies  per  week.  From  28th  October,  1949,  to 
31st  March,  1950,  a period  of  22  weeks,  8,254  road  gullies 
were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  mechanically,  giving  an 
average  of  375  road  gullies  per  week. 

In  addition  to  the  above  work  19  cesspools  were 
emptied  manually,  and  from  28th  October,  1949,  to  31st 
March.  1950,  26  cesspools  were  emptied  mechanically. 

This  vehicle  has  again  been  able  to  assist  the  Borough 
Surveyor  with  sewer  flushing  and  washing  down  flooded 
roads  after  storms. 
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The  Gully  Emptier  has  also  assisted  Filey  Urban 
District  Council  by  periodically  emptying  cesspools,  and 
the  East  Riding  County  Council  by  cleansing  and  re-sealing 
road  gullies  at  Hunmanby  and  Flamborough.  Cesspools  in 
the  area  of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  Council  have  also 
been  emptied  on  request  from  owners. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  borough  is  divided  into  ten  beats  for  the  purpose 
of  street  cleansing,  three  beats  in  the  town  area  and  near 
the  sea  front  are  shortened  in  their  extent  during  the 
summer  season  in  order  that  a continual  sweep  shall  be 
kept  on  the  promenades  and  streets  adjacent  to  the  sea, 
front. 

The  Karrier  Mechanical  Sprinkler  Sweeper  Collector, 
purchased  in  1936,  was  overhauled  and  again  used  in  the 
town  area.  This  machine  operates  early  morning  in  order 
to  effect  a clearance  of  litter  from  the  channels  before  the 
beat  man  arrives. 

A Lewin  Mechanical  Sprinkler  Sweeper  Collector  was 
put  into  commission  on  the  1st  October,  1950  and  worked 
alternate  weeks  with  the  Karrier  Sweeper  into  31st 
December,  1950. 

It  is  proposed  only  to  use  the  older  machine  for  the 
summer  season,  in  order  to  effect  a clearance  of  litter  on 
both  sides  of  the  town  early  iin  the  morning. 

I make  no  apology  for  again  mentioning  the  litter 
problem  during  the  summer  season,  drastic  action  needs 
taking  to  deal  with  offenders  depositing  fish  and  chip 
papers,  banana  skins  and  cartons  on  the  streets  of  the 
town. 

I wish  it  were  possible  for  shopkeepers  to  refrain 
from  sweeping  the  litter  from  their  premises  into  the 
roadway  immediately  after  the  mechanical  sweeper  has 
passed.  Surely  it  is  not  too  much  to  ask  for  their  co-opera- 
tion by  placing  this  litter  in  their  dustbin,  the  town  would 
look  much  better  and  cleaner,  and  after  all  it  is  an  offence 
to  leave  litter  on  the  highway. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  I would  express  my  appreciation  of  their  support 
at  all  times.  I would  again  say  thank  you  to  other  com- 
mittees for  their  support,  when  they  have  been  given  advice 
and  reports  on  matters  within  my  purview,  and  to  Dr. 
Colville  for  his  co-operation  at  all  times  when  requested. 

My  thanks  are  due  also  to  the  whole  of  my  staff  for 
their  valuable  assistance,  and  untiring  zeal,  in  order  to  keep 
the  wheels  of  the  department  running  smoothly  and 
efficiently.
